Officer estimates 6 cyclists 
cited for riding on campus 


Lack of staff & difficulty in apprehension to blame

students have actually received 
citations this semester

“We have given out a lot of 
wamuings,” Perry added. Perry 
claimed he did not have an exact 
number of warning issued be- 
cause no record is kept 


Perry also said the exact 
amount of the fines imposed upon 
these cyclists is unknown. The 
traffic courts, not the Department 
of Public Safety, decide how 


much, if any, fine is imposed. 
Perry does, however, “unagine 
thai some got fined.” 

Perry said that there were no 
serious accidents between cy- 
clists and pedestrians. However, 
about five accidents between cars 
and bicycles have required emer- 
gency personnel due to cyclist 
injuries. In all of these cases, “the 
bicyclist received the citauon,” 
Perry said. 

Perry exp! it the esu- 
mate was given to him by two 
public safety officers. Exact fig 
ures were not available because il 
would have been necessary to 
manually review each citation 
given on campus during the se- 
mester. Perry said this process 
would have taken hours because 
there are “thousands of citations” 
given out each semester. 


One reason so few tickets were 
given out this year is the lack of 
staffing, Perry said. “Some days

we were down to one officer,” he 
explained. 


Next year, Perry hopes to have 
two or three additional officers. 
He said that perhaps the addi- 
tional staff will be able to help 
curtail the number of illegal nders 
on campus. 


Also, it is difficult to catch an 
illegal rider, Perry said. Because 
the officer is normally on foot and 
the cyclist is riding a bicycle, the 
cyclist has an advantage of speed. 
Itis nearly impossible for the offi- 
cer to physically make the rider 
stop, Perry said. 

The riders who had received 
citations stopped when the officer 
asked them to, Perry said.

In a routine inspection of the 
Child Care Center, 63 problems 
were listed as needing correction. 
The problems ranged from noisy 
hinges on the front door to loose 
toilet seats in the toddlers’ 
restroom, 

At the Nov. 15 Associated Stu- 
dents, Inc. board meeting, Sen. 
Andrea Schwanemann voiced her 
concerns that the Child Care 
Center had been cited for faults in 
building structure and security 
factors. The violations may fall 
under warranty with the contrac- 
tor, or are a result of wear-and- 


tear. 
Schwanemann is concerned 
with the kitchen maintenance 


problem. The heaung system 1s 
faulty and the kitchen door has 
been left open to alleviate the 
problem, and that could become a 
secunty risk. 

According to Child Care Center 
Director Gail Healy, a visitor 
accidently walked into the 
kitchen, but other than that, the

Activity fee to increase 
$5 over next three years

Though students may not have 
noticed the increase in their tui- 
tion, the resident registration fee 
has increased by $2 for the spring 
semester 


The increase reflects the in 
crease in the University Union 
fee, which has been raised from 
$18 to $20. The increase 1s a part 
of the plan to meet the future 
needs to operate the union build- 
ing. 


The fee increase is a part of a 
five-year projection plan that an- 
ucipates how inflationary factors 
will call for more funds. 

“They ask us to proyect into the 
future based on expected infla- 
tion,” said Donald Hinde, director 
of the University Union. He said 
that the fee increase is based on an 
annual 5 peroent mflation rate and

a6 percent increase in salaries and 
wages. 


Over athree-year period, Hinde 
expects federal legislators to raise 
the minimum wage from $4.25 to 
$5.25. He said that although 
Congress has thrown out the 
minimum wage increase bill for 


now, he expects the bill to be rein 
troduced in the future. 


According to Hinde, the tee 
will also pay for the University 
Union building’s bond repay 
ment, fire insurance, Maintenance 
and program operauons 


“We don’t use the moncy col 
lected this year unul next year 
Part of the reason 1s to secure th 
bonding of the building by keep 
ing a reserved account,” Hinde 
said. 

By fall of 1989, the union fee is 
expected to increase $2 again to

By fall of 1991, the fee will 
climb to $23, and that fee will 
remain constant for the next three 
years. 

The University Union fee has

The proposed five-story park- 
ing garage will meet the sched- 
uled fall 1990 completion date, 
according to Assistant Vice Presi- 
dent of Facilities Management 
Howard Harris 


The structure is expected to 
take seven months to construct 
and will be located behind the 
music building, where 
parking lot 1s now

Harris said the parking spaces 
lost during construcuon of the 
garage will be redistributed. Cur 
rent plans call for the spaces to be 
placed along Jordan Way neat to 
the PE. and athleucs buildings, 
and for the temporary lot, to the 
south, to be expanded garage 

“Its an ambitious project,” said 
Harris. "I’m confident though that 
barring any unforeseen circum- 
stances, we can meet the dead- 
line.” 


The structure will provide more 


than 1,800 parking places and will 
cost an estimated $11.7 million. 


“The garage should be able to 
mect the current needs of CSUS as 
well as provide support for the 
campus’ growth in the future,” 
said Harms. 


The number of parking spaces 
that are currently required and 
being built into the new garage 1s

According to Harris, the project 
will utilize a new approach to the 
construction process called de- 
sign and build. Instead of having a 
design completed before the bid ts 
awarded, the design will be part of 
the bid process and will be the 


contractor's responsibility. 


When the bid 1s decided, mate- 
rials to be used will be determined 
upon by the contractor. Ali phases 
of the construction will be under 
review and evaluation by CSUS 
and by a full-tume inspector hired 
by the chancellor’s office.

Funding for shuttle not 
final; plans get go ahead

CSUS administration officials 
are ready to finalize plans for a 
shuttle bus service from the 65th 
Surcet Light Rail station to cam- 
pus for the spring semester de- 
spite the fact that two funding 
sources sull remain in question. 

Earlier this semester, the ad- 
ministration sent the CSU 
chancellor's office a proposal for 
a2 1/2 year, $460,000 shuttle bus 
experimental project that would 
operate during regular academic 
days from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. The 
proposal requested the 
chancellor's office fund $200,000 
or nearly half of the total cost of 
the project 

The proposal also called for 


Associated Siudents, Inc. to pro 
vide $70,000 and Regional Tran 
sit to contribute $40,000. The 
remainder of the funding would 
come from the CSUS Fines and 
} a s Fund

Shuttle plan 
needs thought 


The CSUS administration is going ahead with 
an ill-conceived plan for a light rail shuttle proj- 
ect — despite the fact that two expected funding 
sources have not committed to allocating any 
monies. 

Both the Associated Students, Inc. and Re- 
gional Transit have balked at contributing to the 
shuttle plan. ASI has not committed its expected 
$70,000 because board members are afraid of 
risking student money on the experimental plan. 
RT, on the other hand, has its own budgetary 
problems and is concerned about losing money if 
the university subsidizes a monthly pass. The 
plan calls for RT to reduce the price of the pass 
and for the university to subsidize the pass to 
further reduce the cost. RT is unsure that a rider- 
ship increase, which would be necessary for RT 
to offset its price decrease, will materialize. 


The university, however, is going ahead with its 
shuttle. Executive Vice President Robert Bess 
said this year’s contributions from the 
chancellor’s office and the university itself will 
be enough to pay for the two buses and service for 
‘'.e first semester of the planned 2-1/2 year proj- 

. The shuttle will run back and forth between 
SUS and the 6Sth Street Light Rail station, but 
its route is expected to be expanded to include 
apartment complexes not on RT routes. As of yet, 
however, there is not enough money to extend

service past the spring 1989 semester. The shuttle 
is intended to encourage the use of public trans- 
portation to come to campus, but the initial stage 
of the service unnecessarily duplicates RT’s bus 
service between the two points. RT has recently 
altered a bus route so that five bus lines run 
between the campus and the light rail station. 
The university, then, only has enough money to 
ensure one semester of a campus shuttle. One 
semester is too short a trial period to test any 
program, especially one designed to encourage 
people to give up use of their cars. People are 
unlikely to bother trying a new program if there 
is a good chance it will not be around the next 
semester. If the administration is going to set up 
a Shuttle service, it should stay with its idea of 
giving the plan a firm commitment of a few years 


to get on its fect. 

By pushing through the shuttle plan as cur- 
rently conceived, with only a one-semester guar- 
antee of operation, which two of the expected 
money sources are wary of supporting, the ad- 
ministration seems to be undercutting the 
shuttle’s chance of success from the begianing. 
Perhaps in its zeal to prove it is actively seeking 
a solution to the parking problem the administra 
tion has painted itself into a corner. The idea of a 
CSUS shuttle is a good one, if only adminis'ra 
tors had made a thorough study of what would 
best serve the campus and tailored the plan to 
people’s needs. Administrators should realize the 
current plan is a mistake and put the shuttle 
program on hold until a plan with a reasonable 
chance of success can be devised. 


CSUS teams are getting attention, but at what price?

On Oct. 25, two opposing commentaries 
were run in the sports section of The Hornet 
that argued for and against CSUS’ planned 
move to Division I athletics. 

The gentleman arguing against the 
move, government Professor Gerald R. 
McDaniel, waged an eloquent and rea-

repealed the fee by a larger margin than 
they had approved it. But Gerth recom- 
mended approval of the increase and 
through some legal trickery, the 
chancellor's office justified it. 

All of this resulted in a number of law- 
suits, media attention and disregard for a 
democratic process. 

All because athletics needed the money 


soned argument against it —- a case, how- 
ever, that could have been even stronger 
considering the sordid history of CSUS’ 
athletic funding since 1986. 

McDaniel stated that when the pressure 
to win becomes too heavy at a Division I 
school, “rules get broken, reputations are 
ruined, scandal occurs.” 

This description accurately describes 
what happened with the Associated Sw- 
dents’ activity fee during the time that 
CSUS President Donald Gerth’s admini- 
stration was gearing up their five-year plan 
to move to Division I. The fee is a se- 
mesterly charge to all students and goes 


entirely to finance the activities of the 
Associated Students, Inc., the student gov- 
ernment. 

In early 1986, the fee stood at $13 per 
semester for a total of approximately 
$250,000 per year to the athletic depart- 
ment. 

Then, a small clique of ASI .enator pre- 
sented a bill to the student senate proposing 
a $5 increase of the fee to $18 per semester. 
The extra money was to be used to increase 
ASI’s donation to CSUS athletics. This 
proposal was amended late into a subse- 
quent meeting tw call instead for a $13 
increase of the fee up to $26 per semester — 


a doubling of the fee at the time. 

The election itself and its aftermath were 
textbook examples of broken and bent rules 
and tarnished reputations. 

For the first time ever, a poling place 
appeared in the gymnasium. In fact, of the 
four poll sites, only at the gymnasium did 
the fee increase receive more positive than 
negative votes. But the margin there was 
huge enough to pass the increase. Other 
minor violations occurred with the tumes 
polis were left open. A student judicial 
body ruled the election null but Comstock 
then ruled the body ineffective. A subse- 
quent election was held in which students

to go Division I. 

Now, the athletics department receives 
under contract more than $250,000 per year 
from ASI (i.e. the students). The teams at 
CSUS are competing tremendously with 
many of them reaching the playoffs. The 
school is getting a sot of good press and 
attention because of its athletic prowess 
and, in all likelihood, this will draw more 
students, money and all the things Donald 
Gerth predicted to CSUS. 

But at what price?

Behind a glass case, a 1940- 
style telephone stands, funnel- 
shaped earpiece hooked to its arm 
rouiry dial plate at rest upon its 
face. An equally old-fashioned 
alarm clock 1s positioned in front 
of the phone, chimes silent for 
lack of winding upon its key. A 
few inches away from this odd 
pair is a TRUSTY brand pencil, 
snapped in two, pieces lying near 
each other at a right angle. An 
engineer’s compass with both 
ends wound tightly together, 
completes the picture 

The above is a display that can 
be found at the 750 Gallery at 
1727 1 Street. The display ’s ule’ 
“Modern Sexuality.” 

The 750 Gallery regularly of- 
fers things of this nature ab- 
stract, thought-provoking, some 
umes brilliant, often just plain 
strange. But with 16 different ar- 
istic minds at work to present a 
group show every month, unpre- 
dictable and unexplainable re- 
sults are the rule. 

“We're just a group of people 
who get together and show our 
work,” said Sabine Carlson, one 
of the members of the group form- 
ing 750 Gallery. “Usually, there's 
only three or four of us displaying 
our work at a given ume during 
one of these shows, but for this 
show, almost all of us are repre- 
sented by something.” 

The current show ts in the first 
weck of its three-week run. Titled 
“Red/WevGreen,” the display 1s a 
collection of works loosely built 
around a Christmas theme. The 
curious have gradually tnckled in 
since its Dec. 3 opening, and by

the time the show concludes on 
Dec. 23, the curious may sti be 
curious as to how Christmas fits 
into the exhibit 

“We usually don’t put a theme 
to any of our works when we 
exhibit them,” Carlson said. “But 
we thought, since it is Christmas, 
we should give ita theme that suits 
the holiday and can pull our work 
together as a whole,” 

A walk through the studio 
which is supported by a member 
ship fee paid by each artist, and a 
10 percent tariff on the sale of 
each work displayed will re- 
veal that cach painting, model or 
sculpture is indeed in a base of 
red, green or wet in tone. But apart 
from that, each stands on its own. 
Some of the painungs and 
models are simply visual, such as 
“Unutled,” by Maureen Petros, 
which is a spiral-shaped piece of 
driftwood covered in wax and 
then spraypainted in green and 
gold. Others are sexual, such as 
Tom Clark's “Fanny Hill,” achar- 
coal/pencil drawing of a wet 
dream, and Dave Lane’s “Sorry,” 
a model of a doll hooked up to a 
vibrator. Others sull are merely 
imaginauve, such as Marcelle 
Tungsol’s “Triptych,” an abstract 
oil painting showing three differ- 
ent themes (hence the name “Trip- 
tych”), although just what the red- 
toned themes are is anyone’s 
gucss. 

Carlson's own work, “#25,” has 
“whatever theme a person sees.” 
A pastel-like oil paintuung done in 
a style resembling Pablo 
Picasso’s, one can see eiier a 
Statue of Liberty covering itself in 
modesty, or an uncomfortable 
individual fighting insecurity, or 
something else.

CSUS’ season-ending weekend of discontent

Patience 1s a virtue 

Good things come to those who wait. 

You've heard them all and wondered 
what they meant 

If you're looking for a precise defini- 
tion you needn't look any farther than 
the North Dakota State University of- 
fense 

Putting 
Bison demonstrated an unstoppable 
running game and kept the ball out of the 
hands, registering a 42-20 
semifinal win and dashing the Hornets’ 
dreams of a national championship. 

With the loss the Hornets end their 
season at 10-3, establishing a school 
record for wins. Two of the Hornets’ 
losses came against the championship 
game parucipants. 

The next stop for the Bison is Satur- 
day in Florence, Ala where they will 
meet Portland State University — a 35- 
27 winner over Texas A&I in the other 
semifinal — for the Division II crown. It 
will be the sixth championship game 
this decade for the Bison, while the 
Vikings will be making thew second 
straight bid for the ttle. They lost last 
year to Troy State. 

Against the Hornets, who entered the 
game allowing opponents an average of 
only 107 yards per game rushing, the 
Bison ran for 413 yards. Although they

day. 

“The veer is a high turnover offense,” 
explained Mattos.

The Bison did fumble twice, but both 
times the hall bounced conveniently back 
into Bison hands 

The game featured the nation’s two 
most prolific offenses, but started slowly 
for both teams. The Bison were the firstto 
break out, building a 14-0 lead. After the 
first Bison touchdown the Homets had an 
opportunity to tie the score, but Mark 
Young dropped a touchdown pass from 
Tony Trosin late in the first quarter. 

Instead, CSUS was forced to punt, 
leading to a 68-yard touchdown run by 
the Bison’s Doug Lloyd. CSUS ended to 
first half scoring, cutting the Bison’s lead 
to 14-7 on Trosin’s four-yard run in the 
second quarter. 

Although the Hornets contolied the 
ball for a minute more than North Dakota 
in the first half, they had two drives halted 
by interceptions. 

North Dakota’s defense was in the 
Hornets’ backfield throughout the game, 
sacking Trosin five times and forcing 
three interceptions. 

The second half was different, though. 
The Bison executed perfectly, using up

Athletic scholarships: not enough to go around

It takes more than agility and 
ability to play college sports. It 
takes money. A lot of money — 
and CSUS doesn’t have enough. 

Some athletes at CSUS receive 
some sort of financial aid, either 
through athletic scholarships, 
loans or grants, but most don’t. 
Along with carrying a full class 
schedule, practicing every weck- 
day and playing games, some of 
these student athletes must hold 
down jobs, too. 

“I get help from Cal-Grant and 
Pell-Grant, and the past three 
years | worked at child develop- 
ment centers,” said Celine 
Kabwasa, a 21-year-old senior. 
She was recruited from Southern 
California to play for the CSUS 
women’s basketball team three 
years ago. She does get scholar- 
ship money to cover \uilion and 
some of her books, but needs to 


work most of the time to make 
ends meet. 

Women’s basketball coach Sue 
Huffman explains why.

“I don’t receive enough money 
to give full scholarships to every- 
body. Some of the younger ones 
— my impact players — receive 
full scholarships, but most of the 
older kids only get tuition and 
books,” she said. 


Tuition and books was the only 
kind of scholarship available a 
few years ago, because money 
was limited. Even now, women’s 
basketball only gets $22,000 a 
year to recruit players, $30,000 
less than it would take to give full 
scholarships to 12 players. 

“ “It’s kind of like a Catch-22,” 
said Huffman. “Year after year I 
have to build a better team, but my 
problem is that I lose my senior 
players, and they're only getting 
books and tuition. That's not 
enough to attract new players. | 
need more money, but I won’t get 
it unless I have a winning team.”

Boyes. “We concentrate the 
money on those sports that are 
revenue-producing.” 

This means that those sports 
that require fans to purchase tick- 
ets get the bulk of the money. 

Of the 15 men’s and women’s 
sports, only six receive scholar- 
ship money. In addition to 
women’s basketball and volley- 
ball, football gets $140,000, 
men’s basketball gets $38,500

Ticket policy goes unobserved 


Tons of free basketball passes remain unclaimed by students

As the CSUS men's basketball 
season progresses toward its last 
home game on Jan. 18, the athlet- 
ics department will hold firm on 
its new ticket policy for students, 
even though reiatively few stu- 
dents have responded to the sys- 
tem. 

According to Ticket Manager 
Gary Gshwandiner, students have 
not responded to the first-come, 
first-served free ucket policy as 
well as the athletics department 
had anucinated. 

Gshwandtmer said this lack of 
participauon can be traced to one 
of two possibiliues. Either stu- 
dents don’t know about the new 
policy or they don’t expect the 
deparument to enforce it on game 
night. 

“It’s not as positive as I'd like to 
see it right now, but we’re trying 
to set a precedent,” he said. 

The policy, implemented to 
relieve overcrowding in the South 
Gym during men’s basketball 
games, calls for students to get 
their free game tickets within five 
days of each home game — but

not on the night of the game. 

The first home game of the 
season packed in a standing room 
only crowd, with an estimated 
2,200 in attendance. But Gsh- 
wandiner said only 500-600 of the 
825 student tickets available were 
picked up early. 

By not getting their uckets 
early, students are the only losers. 
Any student tickets not picked up 
before the game are sold at the 
uicket booth on game night. 

Gshwandtner speculated that 
most students have been waiting 
until the last minute and paying 
$3.50 at the door, even with their 
student 1.Ds. 

If this season’s second home 
game was any indication, he’s 
probably right. While nearly 
1,000 fans showed up for the 
hoop-la, the ucketeers handed out 
only 160 free uckets prior to the 
game. 

Even if the rest of this season's 
home games produce similar re- 
sults, Gshwandtner insisted that 
the depariment will not disband 
its new rule. 

“Either come early and get your 
tickets Or come to the game and 
pay $3.50,” he said.
